If  you  have  proofs  for  sale  send  me  a  list  and  price  you  will  sell  for, 
or,  if  you  wish  me  to  make  an  offer,  I  will  mark  the  price  I  will  pay  in  cash 
and  return  sheet  to  you  immediately.  I  particularly  need  complete  sets  of 
proofs  of  all  minor  coins  for  cash. 

Handbook  of  United  States  Coins  with  premium  list  is  a  handsome  small 
cloth  covered  book  of  126  pages  which  every  collector  should  have  and  get 
every  year  as  long  as  issued.  It  is  not  a  retail  price  list  but  premium  prices 
I  will  pay  for  coins  offered. 

It  tells  how  a  proof  coin  is  made,  mints  and  mint  marks.  Thirty  illus¬ 
trations  showing  where  mint  marks  are  to  be  found.  Distinguishing  marks 
on  half  cents,  stems  and  stemless  wreath,  pole  and  no  pole  to  cap,  the  pro¬ 
truding  tongue,  plain  and  crosslet  four;  how  to  surely  tell  large  and  small 
letters;  how  to  find  the  L  on  1864  cents,  small  and  ’arge  motto  on  two  cents, 
and  a  score  of  other  such  things  every  collector  must  know.  Your  copy  is 
ready  for  75c t  in  stamps. 

A  dictionary  of  Numismatic  names  by  A.  R.  Prey  was  issued  in  1917 
and  it  is  too  bad  it  is  so  very  hard  to  now  obtain.  It  is  a  10  mo.  book  of  300 
pp.  and  figuring  10  descriptions  to  a  page,  must  contain  around  3,000  descrip¬ 
tions  of  terms  used  in  Numismatics.  You  just  cannot  understand  what  you 
are  buying  without  it.  First  page  describes,  for  instance,  Abacis,  Abassi, 
Abbey  Pieces,  Abenge,  Abidi,  Aboudjidid,  Abraemoa,  Abschlag,  Absolution- 
thaler,  Abu-Cinso  and  so  on.  How  many  of  these  do  you  know  and  so  on, 
thru  3,000  such  fascinating  descriptions  of  the  coins  we  are  buying  and  the 
names  they  are  known  under.  I  aim  to  use  this  in  describing  many  of  the 
odd  and  rare  pieces  which  appear  in  my  future  auction  lists.  It  will  likely 
cost  you  $12  to  $15,  whereas  it  should  be  had  for  not  over  $5.
